The United States has interests In Mexico,
legitimately established and Justifiably clalin-
Ing the piotectlon of i stuble government.
Cltlzans of this country, accustomed to the
goaurity of much a goversnment, nre now Hving
In Mexico, nnd, while anarchy obtained there,
were compelled to look to thelr native land
for shelter. ‘That was the beglinning of our
relations with the country beyond tha Rio
Grunde, The Nrst phase lasted five years,
wis characterized by serfous errora of Judg-
ment, by hesitations nnd fatal delaye

When Carranza was recognized anarchy to
#ome extent ended In Mexico and only the
minor problem of restoring porfest peace re-
malned. For many months the United Btatea
indicuted good falth by permitting the recog-
nized CGovernment of Mexico by itself to deal
with the outlawry contrad about the person
of Franclsco Villa. The pretenge broke down
when, March 5, Villa roided the town of Co-
lumbus, New Mexico, Immedintely therenfter
separate expeditions were formed by the two
countries, apparently with full understanding
of both. for the extirpation of the outlaw band.

There I8 nothing In this record of fact which
Justifies suspleion of the motives of the United
States, Had this eountry dosired an invasion
of Mexleo it could have found a shield® nnd
buckler ready to its hand years ago. Indeed,
the chief protest against our attitude has been
that we nra struggling against our own “"‘mani.
fout destiny,” The United States has so seru-
pulously avolded the appearance of covetous
pread as serfously to injure its own prestige
and stunding. And In the face of this trylne
and troublesome solleitude for Mexico we are
met with the astonishing and Impudent re-
quest from Carranzn to lenve the country,
with Villa unceanught, with the power of revo-
lution and anarchy laying It dreadful hand
nagain on the heart of every irresponsible brig-
and In Mexico, a8 o high sign that all is ready
for another debiuch af riot and of murder.

Venustiano Carranga, styled the First Chlef
of Mexico, hns asked the American troops to
withdraw simply nnd solely becnuse he Is
afrald of Mexico. Hp s not master in his
own house, We know that behind it the heart
of Carranza I8 weak with fear., He cannot
control his own men, he does not commnand
his own country. He can hardly expect us
to be frightened when the valce of command
Is tremulous with fear Itsaelf,

Dut there s mora than a susplelon that
Carrinz. o playing a sharp game, Some-
times when a brawl breaks out In a gumbling
house and the police break in, one remuains
whila the others hide, and assures the pollce
that the trouble {8 over. It may be done out
of love for the guilty; It may be done out of
fenr for self. No one fancles that Carranzn
loves Villa. He is “stalling’™ for himself, pre.
ferring that Villa escape, rather than the
truth be known. The truth which he wishes
to conceal weems to be that he cannot keep
his house In order,

Whether Carranza comes to open deflance of
the United States or not, the aituation Is now
clear, Bo long as there wms o chance for
pence In Mexico the world could fargive the
monstrous waste of rich materiul whieh un.
intelligent, Indolent and corrupt exploitation
caused there. 8o long ns Mexico held an open
door to the energles and the driving powers
of other natlony, she could safely be left to her
own small devices, That time has passed.

The Interests of humanity, which Presldent
Wilson Invokes, demand a Mexico which (s
at peace. The Interests of civilization demand
o Mexico open to the development which Inrge
minds ean give to it. There are other spe-
clal American Interests, as there are English
interests and German and international. All
of them are our concorn, but our first concern
Is the Interest of the world. It would be an
unfortunate thing If private American inter.
ests, having followed cur troops Into Mexico,
should refuse to withdraw after “the balance
for humanity had been readjusted” It would
be & far more unfortunate thing if private
Amaerican Interests should prevent our golng
in untll that balanca should be lost forever.

“BLOODLESS WAR" IN
MEXICO NOT LIKELY

Trench Warfare Impossible for Two
Small Armies on a 2000-mile
Front—Obregon's Skill and
Carranza's Intentions

MERICANS who were drilled In that
school, now on [ts way to the scrap henp,
which made them more familinr with the
fancies of the 408 of the last century than
with the facts of today can rattle off with
precision the exact number of Mexican sol-
diers whom one Amerjean soldler cun defeat—
and, one should add, “with one hand tied hehing
his back." Weo wore told, and solemnly be.
lleved, that smnll detachments of American
troope drove before them immense and thoe-
oughly disgusted nrmies of Mexicans.

Howoever trus some of these stories may be,
the fact remains that the United States em-
ployed 104,284 troops In our Mexiean War,
and the maximum number of Mexican troops
was at no time more than 46,000, Today the
canditions—aon  paper—are very nearly re.
varsed, The strength of the mobile army
within the United States was officinlly 63,022
ns lnte ns April, 1015, and Mexico, from all
accounts, If her varlous factions united agninst
the “gringoes,” would have between 85,000
and 100,000 men,

But If any still belleve that one American
Is more than a mateh for two Mexicans, thay
ara forgetting one important factor—a little
thing which Maxim calls “the greatest lfe.
saver over invented.” That In the machine
gun. The Mexicans have machine guns. They
have not been used as life-anvers In Mexico,

but for an exactly opposite purpose. Hut the
truth contalned In the epigram has been
proved again and again in Burope, A small

number of men with o few machine guns can
play such havoe with a very much larger nt-
tocking foree that modern worfare has baon
driven to o great extent undevground,

Trench Warfare Impossible

But there Is little reason to belleve that a
bhetween the Unlted States and Mexico

war
would develop the trench system which Is
universal on aull the European fronts. The

only reason there are trenches In Burope Is
that there are enough men engaged to Ml
them. But a mere couple of hundred thousand
men flghting each other in trenches stretched
noross 2000 miles is unthinkable. The strategy
would therefore necessarily Involve fighting in
the open, with detached columns trying to
outflank each other and the advanlage with
the defenders, not with the invadera, In such
flghting the machine guna would have full
play. Under present conditions It would not
ba an easy or & “bloodless" war,

The Mexican general who would conduct
the defense of his country is Obrégon. He haa
had great experience, both in problems of at-
tacking Maxico and defending It; for he was
himself & rebel at one time, He Is now Care
ranra's Secretary of War., Bome idea of the
kind of battles that Mexican conditions pro-
dues, of the size of the losses und of Obregon's
akill ean be had from the story of his frst
serlous engagement. This was from May 0
o 12, 1918, outside of Cuaymas, between
Ofeda's Federals and Obregon's Constitution.
nllsts.

Ofeda’s advance north consisted of about
1200 men and 18 pleces of artillery, They
were opposed by 4000 men under Obregon with-
out artillery, RBEight hundred Federals weére
killed by Obregon's men and all thelr artillery
was captured. The Ohregon forces lost 260
men killed and wounded. Each side killed all
the wounded that they found and also all cap-
tives who refused to enlist in the enptor's
force. Obregon showed at one and the same
time not only his military abllity, but a
savagery comparable to Villa's,

Carranza & “Mixture"

As for the ds facto President, Obregon'y
chief, he {8 a strange mixture of pacificating
idealism and military cunning. of brotherhood-
of-man professions and cruel actiona. Car
ranga was the fArst Governor of & Mexlcan
State to bid deflance to Huerta snd he started
the armed revolt which spread quickiy
throughout northern Mexico and ended in the
overthrow of the Huerta regime. He was
porn in the State of Coahulla, of one of the
old families that boust pure Spanish descent,
The Carrensis were extensive landowners for
generations and the President's forfune was
estimated at 600000 several years ago. It
has probably doubled sinee then.

the ocendion of President Polneare's visit to the
headquarters of the army of Verdun 10 dayas
after the battle began I"ntil two vears ngon ha
waus 4 plaln colonel, teaching milltary tacties in
u tradning school at Saumur, 0 Frenech provins
cinl town, and when the war broke out he was
about to retire, despairing of ever reaching a
higher grade

Now he is the eommander of the most Im-
portiiat army on the Allled frontw, It it
Puotiin who led tha charges north of Arras lnst
spring; It was he who preparsd the French aof-
fansive In the Champagne last fall, and he wn=
called upon to take up the supreme sk of the
defonse of Verdun, And then, "Who |6 Qeneral
Fetain?' everybody asked. As few had peen his
name In print, it was supposed In Paria to be
spelled “Patin” the pranuncintion of which
would be about the same as that of “Petain.
It was pot until March 2 that the French were
sure about the “a" in the name. Durlng the
early days of the Verdun battls the Paris Jours
nal printed hin pleturs, but was not allowed by
the censor to tell who It was. Under the ploture
were the waords, “Le Oeneral” And he was
never Interviewed until Lord Northeliffe found
him during a lull in the German assaults on tho
stronghold

According to the
last report of one of the lnrgest life insurance
companies, it pald losses in 17H0 canes In 1916,
Of these deaths 252 were from heart disease,
187 from apoplexy, 1656 from nephritis, 168 from
pnsumonin, 134 from canoer ind 104 from tubers
culosig,. Of the total number of deaths, 1087
occurred at the nge of 60 or later. Typhold
and appéndleitis killed only 17 and 33, respeo-
tively, and 88 died from no allment save old
ngoe.
